Claims 1-18 are rejected under the judicially created 

doctrine of obviousness- type double patenting as being 

unpatentable over claims 1-20 of U.S. Patent No. 5,922,253. 

Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 

patentably distinct from each other because atomization to 

produce microdroplets was notoriously well known at the time of 

the invention in order to produce liquid droplets such as for 

instance by means of a pump type or pressure aerosol can for 

producing an (atomized) mist of hairspray etc. Therefore it 

would have been obvious to a practitioner having ordinary skill 

in the art at the time of the invention to form the microdroplets 

required by Herbert et al . T 253 by atomization motivated by the 

requirement for forming microdroplets and by the notoriously well 



known process of atomization of liquids and in the expectation of 
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adequate results absent any showing of surprising or unexpected 
results. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness -type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 1-22 of U.S. Patent No. 6,358,443. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because the species of the 
patent are embraced by the species of the claims and that choice 
of a particular species would have been obvious to a practitioner 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention in 
the expectation that one species would work as well as another 
absent any showing of surprising or unexpected results.
